Dio, according to the record- 
ing, reached Kavner at Gib- 
bon’s headquarters at 1127 Pine 
street. The address, another 
recording showed, was given to 
Dio in a telephone conversation 
by Previant. 

The Dio-Kavner conversation 
disclosed that Dio had spent a 
great deal of time with Hoffa 
immediately preceding the 
phone talk and that Dio was 
checking with Kavner on an 
individual identified only as 
“Al.” It also disclosed that Dio 
was a sort of middleman in 
channeling “derogatory” infor- 
mation on Hickey to Hoffa.

State Insurance Superintend- 
ent C. Lawrence Leggett. 
Effect of the new schedules, 
resulting from amendments to 


the workmen's compensation 
law by the 1957 Legislature in- 
creasing weekly benefits for 
some types of injuries, and 
other amendments, will be a 
premium increase of about $2,- 
000,000 a year, it was said. 
These amendments to the law 
become effective Aug. 29. 

Premiums now collected in 
Missouri for this type of in- 
surance totaled about $25,000,- 
000 in 1956. About 175 com- 
panies write this type of in- 
surance for coverage of employ- 
ers against injury claims. 

Maximum benefits fixed by 
law for disabled workmen were 
increased from $35 a week to 
$37.50. These benefits may ap- 
ply for up to 300 weeks. If the 
injury is permanent, calling for 
benefit payments after 300 
weeks, the amended law fixes 
a maximum of $27.50 a week 
after 300 weeks instead of the 
present maximum of $18 after 
the first 300 weeks. 

The workmen’s compensation 
law applies to all employers 
with more than 10 employes. 
Employers of fewer than 10 
ey elect to come under the 
aw.

The members of the Cabinet 
most directly concerned with 
Algeria met yesterday as the 
Committee on North Africa and 
discussed the broad outlines of 
the new proposal to restore 
peace in Algeria. Bourges- 
Maunoury and his aids will 
shortly begin discussions with 
the political groups and after 
hearing their opinions will draw 
up a bill for presentation to: 
Parliament. Meanwhile, having 
been briefed on France’s gen- 
eral intentions, Foreign Minis- 
ter Christian Pineau departs to- 
day for a tour of South America 
to line up support for France 
in the United Nations debate.

Without revealing 
what it was, he disclosed that a new civil rights 
proposal will be presented by White House 
spokesmen very shortly in Congress. As now 
disclosed, it would let judges decide whether 
there were to be jury trials for criminal con- 
tempt in voting-rights cases. 

Actually the bill which the President orig- 
inally sponsored went far beyond “protecting 
the right to vote.” The bill that passed the 
House was a general civil rights measure, not at 
all limited to voting rights. The problem now 
is to salvage protection of the latter. 

Mr. Eisenhower was well advised to remove 
the seeming threat of a special session which 
has been hanging over Capitol Hill the last 
week or two. For were the President to call 
Congress back after his vacation in Rhode 
Island, he might very well suffer a serious legis- 
lative defeat on civil rights. The far more 
promising course from all standpoints is for the 
White House, the Senate and the House to work 
together to get the best civil rights bill possible 
passed in the immediate future. If that is what 
the President intends, he is now being better 
advised on this subject than he was earlier. 

As for his statement that he is “tremendously 
disappointed” in the record of this Congress to 
date, it reflects apparently a continuing lack of 
information and understanding as to just what 
has happened on Capitol Hill and why. Walter 
Lippmann summarized it well, as a detached ob- 
server, in the Post-Dispatch yesterday. He 
wrote: 

The President will have to do more than 
read speeches and statements that are writ- 
ten for him, and to plead at the last mo- 
ment with the leaders of Congress. 

He must learn to believe in his own rec- 
ommendations to Congress — which means 
to recommend to Congress only what he 
himself understands and believes in. 

The collapse of his leadership in this 
Congress stems from his failure to take suf- 
ficient trouble to understand and then to 
defend his own great measures: the budget, 
civil rights, and foreign aid. 

No doubt the country is big and strong, 
and we shall somehow muddle through. 
But there is no use trying to that 
the indecision and the vacillation, the am- 
biguities and the moral generalities, are an 
inspiring spectacle for the world to watch. 


In a similar vein, Thomas L. Stokes discusses 
today on the opposite page, the President’s de- 
cline as a political force partly because of the 
two-term limit which the Republicans put 
through Congress in 1947. Mr. Stokes’s appraisal 
also is well worth study and reflection. 

There can be no question but that something 
has affected the presidency as an office of in- 
fluence and prestige in recent months. The 
White House would get further by analyzing it 
honestly and acting accordingly than by blam- 
ing Congress. 
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Extra Tender 

We have always had a salty interest in what 
happens to the prize ham at the Missouri State 
Fair, and herewith report that the 1844-pound, 
hickory-smoked, sugar-cured ham was bought by 
Al Sweeney of Chicago and donated to Father 
Flanagan’s Boys Town in Nebraska.

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A Victory for Bricker 

The House has given up its fight against Sen- 
ator Bricker’s amendment to the bill implement- 
ing American participation in the International 
Atomic Energy Organization, the 80-nation 
group devoted to peaceful applications of the 
atom. So the President now has on his desk a 
measure which requires Congressional approval 
of United States contributions of fissionable ma- 
terial to “atoms for peace” after 1960. 

That deadline was set only to allow the Presi- 
dent to keep the promise he already has made, 
a pledge of 5000 kilograms plus enough to match 
contributions by other governments. This is a 
rather sharp limitation. Because of their slow 
start on atomic fission, other nations—with the 
possible exception of the Soviet Union—may 
not be in a position to make substantial contri- 
butions before 1960. And after that no material 
may be turned over without an O.K. by Congress. 

The House did succeed in broadening the 
Bricker provision sufficiently so that contribu- 
tions may be made to groups like Euratom as 
well as to IAEO. But on the whole, the Ohio Re- 
publican has succeeded in wresting authority 
from the Administration in this case much in

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Moving Ahead

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No Highway Bargain 

The decision of the Bureau of Public Roads 
to incorporate privately owned toll roads into 
the federal interstate highway system is a 
startling departure from congressional planning 
and sound policy. ; 

When the new highway program was being 
debated, the Eisenhower Administration toyed 
with the idea of taking over toll roads for fed- 
eral highways. The House actually voted for 
reimbursing the states for toll roads. But there 
were strenuous objections in the Senate and toll 
roads were dropped from consideration in the 
1956 Highway Act. 

Now the Bureau of Public Roads has con- 
fronted Congress with the problem of a repeat 
performance. For Congress will either have to 
order the Government to buy the toll roads, or 
decide to let the states continue collecting tolls 
on these as part of the interstate system. 

If the Government buys the roads, the tax- 
payers in effect will be bailing out the bond- 
holders who paid for them. In some cases toll 
roads are in a sound position, but in others the 
results of speculation have appeared. In IIli- 
nois, where the toll roads have not even been 
built, interest costs are mounting and the face 
value of the bonds has declined from 100 per 
cent to 74. 

If the states continue collecting tolls, these 


privately owned roads still will be in a pre- 


ferred position as a recognized part of the fed- 
eral system, and motorists will have no alterna- 
tive choice of free routes except old, outmoded 
highways. 

The Bureau of Public Roads argues that ris- 
ing costs threaten to add some three billion dol- 
lars to the original estimate of $27,500,000,000 
for the interstate system, and may also delay 
completion of the program by a year or more. 
Therefore the Bureau evidently believes that it 
would be cheaper and quicker to finish the sys- 
tem by including toll roads. 

But taking over toll roads means more than

In cities across the continent, bull- 
dozers are ripping through decayed 
neighborhoods to make way for the 
United States metropolis of tomorrow— 
a renovated city of glass and steel tow- 
ers, tree-lined civic centers, industrial 
parks and spacious streets.

It was left to President Eisen-

He Doesn’t Love His Job. 


But the President’s dilemma 
is due to other influences be- 
yond the debilitating effect of 
the two-term limitation. 

His vacillation on major is- 
sues facing him since his sec- 
ond term began—budget, civil 
rights, school construction, 
among others—again spotlights 
the fact that his unfamiliarity 
with domestic problems when 
he assumed the presidency, and 
his consequent k of interest 
and of strong convictions about 
them, have persisted. 

It is also apparent that he 
never has come to like his job 
as president to the point where 
he would buckle down to it with 
the joy and devotion of one 
who has grown up in politics 
and statecraft and loves it. 

In a way, he is a victim. 
Shrewd leaders of the Republi- 
can party, which had been out 
of power for 20 years, and 
powerful economic interests 
which support the party saw 
that something new was needed 
to attract the public. The party 
could not win over the people 
on its own. 

The ideal solution was a-war 
hero, a household name, not 
previously identified with poli- 
tics, if he only could be per- 
suaded to lend himself to their 
plans, He could. Few ever have 
been able to withstand such an 
invitation. 


Front for Big Interests.— 


He became a front—and has 
remained that for many pur- 
poses. The big interests which 
sponsored him were unable to 
get everything they wanted in 
his first administration. They 
must win again. So, despite two 
illnesses that had incapacitated 
him for some time, they were 
able to persuade him to run 
again.

The resolution said that if 
“persistent efforts fail to pro- 
duce adequate agreements be- 
tween nations in halting tests 
and reducing armaments, Chris- 
tians are led in urging 
governments to forego them for 
a trial period in the hope that 
others will do the same, a new 
confidence be born and founda- 
tions laid for reliable agree- 
ments.” 
A proposal in the resolution 
suggested inspection controls 
be set up “to safeguard as fully 
as possible the security of all 
nations.” 

Election of President. 
The Rev. Dr. Franklin Clark 
Fry, president of the United 
Lutheran Church in America, 
was elected president of the 
federation today. 
The Rev. Dr. Fry, 57 years 
old, succeeds Bishop Hanns 
Lilje of Hanover, Germany, as 
head of the L.W.F. He had 
been first vice president of the 
federation and he will serve 
as president for five years, or 
until the next assembly is held. 
In addition to his other posi- 
tions, the Rev. Dr. Fry, who 
lives in New Rochelle, N. Y., is 
chairman of the policy-making 
central committee of the World 
Council of Churches. 
Bishop Lajos Ordass of Hun- 
gary, who spent nearly eight 
years in prison and under house 
arrest in Communist-controlled 
Hungary, was one of those 
named to the L.W.F. policy- 
making executive committee. 
Others were the Rev. Dr. Fry 
and Bishop Lilje. 
Following the election, the 
assembly today completed its 
formal program of public lec- 
tures and discussions of its 
theme, “Christ Frees and 
Unites.” 


Discussion of Reports. 

Delegates, who had been 
meeting since last Thursday, 
will give three days, today 
through Saturday morning, to 
discussion of commission re- 
ports.

DR. HARALD SVERDRUP DIES; 
FAMED ARCTIC EXPLORER 


OSLO, Aug. 22 (UP) — Dr. 
Harald U. Sverdrup, Norweg- 
ian scientist and famed Arctic 
explorer, died last night of a 
brain disease. He was 69 years 
old. 


Since 1948 Sverdrup had been 
director of the Norwegian In- 
stitute of Arctic Research. From 
1949 he lectured as a professor 
in geophysics at Oslo Univer- 
sity. He was organizer of the 
Anglo - Scandinavian expedition 
to the Antarctic in 1949-52. Re- 
cently he participated in Nor- 
wegian preparations for the In- 
ternational Geophysical Year. 

In 1936 Sverdrup was direc- 
tor of the Scripps Institute of 
Oceanography at La Jolla, 
Calif., and professor of the Uni- 
versity of California in the 
oceanographic field. He was 
the recipient of many inter- 
national awards. 


Dr. Sverdrup was the brother 
of Leif J. Sverdrup, St. Louis 
engineer, who is president of 
Sverdrup & Parcel, Inc., 915 
Olive street. Sverdrup, a major 
general was chief engineer in 
the Southwest Pacific in World 
War II.

The party formula for a suc- 
cessful work of art, be it a 
painting, a novel, or a piece of 
music, is called “socialist real- 
ism.”

Plus Side Greater Than Minus.

He allows that Russian sub- 
marines would be a grave threat 
if a big war came. (Egypt now 
has three of them, manned by 
Russian crews.) An even harder 
threat would come from the air. 

Mobility, Dispersability. 

The fleet has a mobility and 
dispersability denied land bases, 
the Admiral points out. It can’t 
be zeroed in by missiles. More- 
over, it already has some mis- 
siles of its own as well as its 
guns and interceptor planes. 
And the fleet is in a state of 
transition. Eventually, missiles 
will replace guns. 

The fleet’s mobility is further 
enhanced by the fact that it 
does not depend on any land 
base in the Mediterranean for 
supplies. These are brought from 
Norfolk, Va., the fleet’s home 
base, by a special task force. 

What if the war is a limited 
one instead of gn all-out gen- 
eral conflagration?

But all these 
American funds and the fleeing 
currencies of Europe must be 
turned into Canadian dollars to 
be put to work there. This de- 
mand for the Canadian dollar 
has sent it steadily up, At $1.06 
American it has surpassed its 
previous high of $1.05% in 
November, 1933. 


THE GERMAN MARK IS SO 
strong because it has a balance- 
of-payments surplus of more 
than five billion dollars (22 bil- 
lion marks) in its foreign trade 
dealings with its neighbors. 
Only .with the dollar area is 
West Germany running a trade 
deficit. West Germany, with the 
exception of Switzerland, has 
the strongest financial setup in 
Europe. Bonn doesn’t want to 
mark the value up in terms of 
the dollar because that would 
make German products, like the 
Volkswagefi,- more expensive 
here and hurt their competitive 
position. On the other hand, it 
would bring German products 
more in line price-wise with 
those of its European neighbors 
and lose its manufacturers the 
advantage they now enjoy there.

a general reshuffling of values 
in terms of the dollar in coming 
weeks or months.

TEACHERS ASK FOR SPECIAL 
SESSION ON U.S, SCHOOL AID

CHICAGO, Aug. 22—The 
American Federation of Teach- 
ers called on President Ejisen- 
hower yesterday to summon a 
special session of Congress this 
- to enact a federal school aid 
bill. 

The position of the delegates 


to federation’s forty-first con- 
vention assumed that the schoo] 
aid fight was over for the cur- 
rent session. Proposals on the 
subject were defeated in the 
House of Representatives last 
month. 

As part of the action taken 
yesterday the federation pledged 
itself to work for the defeat at 
the polls of all members of Con- 
gress who voted against federal 
school funds. 


Infantry, St. Louis regiment of 
the Thirty-fifth division, ex- 
plained today.

There are some spec- 
tacular falls as aggressors pre-

The succeeding squads watch 
and discuss the problem, and in 
their turn try to outdo the 
squads ahead of them. 

“Although the structure of 
the infantry division is to be 
changed considerably under 
the so-called pentomic organi- 
zation, the job of the individual 
infantryman will not be greatly 
altered,” Col. Gouch said. “His 
job still is to take and hold 
‘clean’ ground. It should be re- 
membered that contaminated 
ground is denied to both enemy 
and friend alike.” 

Col. Gouch who, like most 
commanders, has received some 
indoctrination into the prob- 
able atomic future, expressed 
the opinion the use of atomic 
weapons by ground forces may 
be limited, due to the cost’ of 
such weapons and their in- 
ability to wipe out all de- 
fenders. 

“It is entirely possible ground 
forces will use much the same 
weapons for some time to 
come,” Col. Gouch said. “The 
principal change is in disper- 
sion of troops, and the breakup 
into self contained units, each 
in the hands of capable com- 
manders,” Col. Gouch added.

“Five years ago the flying 
public took a complacent view 


of food. It was ‘just food’ and 
you ‘ate’ on an airplane as a 
matter of necessity. Now it is 
‘luxury food’ and you ‘dine’; 
passengers, far from being 
complacent, have become dis- 
criminating and even demand- 
ing. And that’s exactly the way 
we like it.” 

In these few sentences 
Walter K. Tode, Director of 
Cuisine for American Airlines, 
summed up the improvement 
in food service which has kept 
pace with the improvement in 
equipment on airlines within 
the past few years. Tode was 
in St. Louis last week to check 
on the menus being served on 
the new non-stop Mercury 
flights to New York. + 

A personable man who is a 
disciple of gracious living, 
Tode is delighted to note this 
return to an appreciation of 
fine foods. 

“Sometimes when I felt low 
T used to wonder. if, in another 
25 years, there might not be 
only a few restaurants left in 
America which served réally 
excellent foods in a civilized 
manner, and if they might not 
become sort of ‘collector’s 
items’ to which a mother would 
take her daughter and say, 
“Darling, this is the kind of 
food we used to eat before 
snythetics and short -: cuts 
spelled doom to the art of din- 
ing,” he said with a twinkle in 
his expressive eyes. 

“But this re-awakening of 
food consciousness, for which 
I sincerely believe the airlines 
are largely responsible, gives 
me new hope. You see today 
major airlines having approx- 
imately the same equipment 
serving the same cities on the 
same schedules, so food service 
and customer service have be- 
come increasingly important.” 

Born in Alsace-Lorraine “of 
a cute little French mother and 
a very stout German father,” 
Tode served his apprenticeship 
at the Ritz Carlton in Paris, 
then finished at the Casino of 
I. G. Farben at Ludwigshafen. 
He has been associated with 
such famous establishments as 
the Therminus in Rio de Janei- 
ro and the Jockey Club in 
Buenos Aires, and in 1947 es- 
tablished The Inn at Ridge- 
field, Comnecticut, which he 
still owns and operates, 

“When I took this position 
two years ago, I based every- 
thing I did upon the theory 
that foods which are served 
from today’s flight kitchens 
should be comparable to those 
in any fine restaurant here or 
abroad,” he explained. “The 
first thing I did was to abolish 
all known shortcuts or syn- 
thetics and to draw up a set of 
specifications and rules of op- 
eration so strict and tight that 
no caterer can escape them. 
After all, God gave us good 


food, and no cook has a right 
to spoil it.” 

So detailed are these speci- 
fications that they would make 
those of a Government agency 
seem almost lax. Even the 
stock pot ‘has been given the 
full treatment, with a lengthy 
list of just what may and may 
not go into it. 

“Now, I am happy to say,” 
Tode added with pride, “I feel 


our food is comparable to that |; 


of any European airline—as a 
matter of fact, I believe it is 
superior if you were to remove 
the champagne, cocktails and 
gifts which European carriers 
are able to furnish because 
their cost of labor is appoxi- 
mately 40 per cent below that 
here in America.” 


Efficiency Is Keynote. 

It is a lesson in efficiency to 
watch an airport kitchen in op- 
eration. 

“Every minute saved between 
time of preparation and board- 
ing makes for a better meal in 
flight,” said Tode, the perfec- 
tionist. 

Times of arrivals and de- 
partures are posted on a large 
blackboard together with the 
number of passengers to be 
served on each departing flight. | 
If an airliner is to take off at 


12 o'clock, the food to be board- 


ed is being prepared between 
10:30 and 11:30 and is placed 


on board the plane approxi- 
mately 20 minutes before de- 
parture time.

Most observers believe that 
Svrian acceptance of Russian 
aid made that nation the first 
Arab state to become depend- 
ent upon the Soviet economy. 

The big impetus for this came 
with the visit of Azim and the 
announcement that Syria had 
accepted Russian offers of tech- 
nical and economic assistance. 

The Russians agreed to pro- 
vide long-term credits to Syria 
for the purchase of machinery 
and equipment for the build- 
ing of railroads, irrigation sys- 
tems and hydroelectric and in- 
dustrial plants. They also said 
they would send technicians 
and specialists to carry out 
geological and construction sur- | 
vevs. 

The communique said this. 
Russian aid would be provided | 
“without any kind of political | 
or any similar strings attached | 
on the basis of equality and | 
mutual economic advantage, 
without interference with the 
domestic affairs and with full | 
respect for the national dignity | 
of the Syrian republic.” | 

Significant Editorial. 

Western observers believed | 
that an editorial in Pravda on 
Aug. 12 was more significant 
than the communique with re- 
spect to Syria's standing with 
the Soviet Union. 

It said that only Russia bases | 
its ties with other countries on 


“principles and equality and re- | 
spect for their national inde- | 
pendence and sovereignity, as | 
is true with relations between | 
the Soviet Union and Czecho-| 


slovakia on the one hand and 
with the Syrian republic and 
many other states on the other 
hand.” | 

The bracketing of Syria with 
an eastern European country 
was regarded as significant in 
view of Russia's “close” rela- 
tions with the Iron Curtain 
satellites.

At the beginning of January 
1954, the number of civilians 
' on the payroll was 2,346,892: in 
| 1955 they totaled 2,353,588, and 
at the beginning of 1956 there 
was a total of 2,346,750. 

In the last year the figure 
| has held fairly constant, close 
to 2,400,000. 

Three Big Agencies. 

Three agencies, the Depart- 
ment of Defense, the Post Of- 
fice and the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, account for the vast 
bulk of civilian employment.

Frankenstein

N a unique experiment, 75 

blind children living in the 

four counties of Long Island 
are today being given educa- 
tional opportunities denied 
them up until only a short time 
ago. The youngsters, 
them blind from birth, have 
been going to school and sitting 
side by side In classes right 
along with their sighted play- 
mates. 

Under a program developed 
by The Industrial Home for the 
Blind, a Brooklyn institution 
that has for 65 years pioneered 
in bringing skills and services 
to those denied the blessing of 
sight, blind children are se- 
lected on the basis of their so- 
cial adjustment, home environ- 
ment, and scholastic promise, to 
attend their local public schools 
in a fully integrated educational 
setting. Ranging from nursery 
school tots to junior high 
school age, many of the chil- 
dren have shown a remarkable 
aptitude for learning. Several 
blind students this year lead 
their classes in junior high. 

The program was developed, 
and continues to be adminis- 
tered by IHB, but its rapid 
growth—from six children in 
1950 to the 75 who have fin- 
ished the school year last June 
—has been made possible by 
the amazing efforts of hundreds 
of men and women volunteers 
who have given time and effort 
to the learning of Braille. These 
volunteers produce in Braille 
the hundreds of textbooks 
needed by the blind youngsters 
as they pursue the same courses 
as their sighted schoolmates. 

Since September, 1955, when 
the first volunteers embarked 
upon the 20-week Braille course, 
given as part of the adult edu- 
cation program in_ various 
schools in Brooklyn and Queens, 
Nassau and Suffolk Counties, 
25 separate classes have been 
conducted, attended by some 
500 men and women. About 250 
of this number were certified 
for proficiency by the Braille 
Division of the Library of Con- 
gress and most of them have 
continued active in the volun- 
teer Braille work of IHB. In- 
deed, even though this school 
‘year is over, the volunteers are 
now in their busiest season, 
preparing textbooks for the 
some 75 blind youngsters ex- 
pected to enter Long Island pub- 
lic schools this fall.

Mrs. Inez Van Vranken, IHB 
director of volunteer services. 
“The untiring efforts of these 
men and women made possible 
the start of our Braille school 
book library. They have given 
thousands of hours at home to 
transcribe school books, word for 
word, line by line into Braille.

Today there is 
hope that ever increasing num- 
bers throughout the United 
States can enjoy not only the 
advantages of a public school 
education but the companion- 
ship of their sighted school- 
mates. 

The need for expanding serv- 
ices to the young blind is the 
direct outgrowth of the serious 
situation which developed a few 
years back when great numbers 
of premature babies developed 
retrolental fibroplasia, a blind- 
ing eye disease which was fin- 
ally conquered in 1955 when re- 
search traced the cause of the 
disease to too much oxygen in 
the incubators of the prema- 
turely born.

This 
teacher not only tutors the 
blind child, in one, two or per- 
haps three visits a week, but 
helps the regular teacher adjust 
to the unique experience of 
teaching a blind pupil. In sev- 
eral localities the salaries of 
the special teachers are now 
being paid for out of local 
education budgets. 

Besides his Braille textbooks, 
the student may also draw from 
the IHB library recorded sup- 
plementary material. He can 
play these discs back on his 
“talking book” machine, which 
is furnished free by the Library 
of Congress. These recordings 
are a particular necessity for 
the younger child who has not 
yet been taught Braille and 
enable him to keep up with 
his classmates while learning 
Braille under the IHB school 
apa ennes The IHB library now 

as some 100 textbooks record- 
ed on some 5000 discs, all of 
which have been made by vol- 
unteer recorders. These are in 
addition to the some 600 titles 
in Braille. IHB maintains its 
own bindery wherg the heavy

When IHB launched its 
production of textbooks in

Besides the hundreds of vol- 
unteer Braillists who produce 
Braille textbooks for use in 
classrooms by blind pupils, 
there are others who work on 
little books for pre-school chil- 
dren. These story books in 
Braille teach the child that the 
Braille dots convey meaning, 
just as a sighted child learns 
that the printed marks he sees 
on a page convey meaning to 
adults. The Braille books also 
have print, and occasionally 
raised illustrations which the 
child ean feel, and thus he 
gains socially from sharing his 
book with his sighted compan- 
ions or other members of his 
family. 

All told some 1300 volunteers, 
giving various amounts of their 
time, now serve the IHB in 
work for the blind. 

“These volunteers find this 
program exciting just as I do,” 
Keane said. “With this and 
other programs, the average 
blind child’s chance of achiev- 
ing real success is today a 


thousand times better than it 
was 30 years ago.”

The Dean Speaks Up 


By Adele Starbird 


ITH the opening of cclleges this fall there will be 
W ex usual programs of orientation for the freshmen, 

which is all to the good. But somebody ought to give 
an orientation course for their parents, and I have ap- 
pointed myself to do it. Many things which seem too ob- 
vious to faculty members to require explanation are not 
equally clear to parents, particularly to those parents who 
have not themselves been to college. Most of what I have 
to say applies to sons as well as to daughters, but to 
avoid hopeless confusion with pronouns, I shall write only 
to the parents of girls. 

In the first place, don’t think that college is just a 
continuation of high school. There is a gulf between them, 
and not nearly enough has been done to span it with a 
bridge. 


Take the matter of grades. A good college marks much | 


more severely than the high school, so that you may ex- 
pect a drop of at least 10 per cent in your daughter's 
grades. Don't get excited about it! If she was an “A” 
stiident in high school, prepare yourselves for a “B” re- 
port, or worse. Ofter the “A” student has formed bad 
habits; ff she were highly gifted, she could romp through 
‘the course Without much effort. But if she tries the same 
. study pattern im college, she will find to her amazement 
that it doesn’t work. That is why the plodding high school 
student sometimes outstrips the brilliant student during the 
first college year. ‘She at least knows that she has to 
study, and’she has long since formed good study habits.

use her time to advantage, and she works hard. Don't let 
her tell you that it is a breeze—she is just bragging. 

The “B” student from high school can continue to be 
a “B” student in college provided he makes a sufficient 
effort. We usually estimate that the average college stu- 
dent should put in two hours of study for every hour of 
classroom attendance. Since the course consists of 15 
class hours per week, there should be 30 hours of study, 
which means a 45-hour college week. Obviously the stu- 
dents have not been organized into unions! They are in a 
highly competitive and exacting field. Nor can they look 
forward to the 30-hour week after finishing college. Col- 
lege graduates don't have that kind of job.
